Grégoire and Roberts 
dispute Canada's fate

MP Gilles Grégoire and com- 
mentator Leslie Roberts sharp- 
ly disagreed over the future 
of Quebec in Confederation 
last night in a debate In the 
Leacock Auditorium. 
^ Grcgoirc, who has committed 
himself publicly to leading Que- 
bec out of Confederation, said 
that independence is "a question 
of reality — a practical way to 
develop by ourselves for our- 
selves". 

He added that Confederation is 
"a series of compromises which 
compromise the success and fu; 
lure of Canada". 

In contrast Roberts argued 
that separation would mean the 
beginning of the end for both 
French and English Canada. 

He drew attention to the fact 
that there is still a U.S. statute 
on record which specifically pro- 
vides for the absorption of Ca- 
nada. 

"We better hang together," 
be said, "or we'll hang separate- 
ly". 

The greatest struggle is for 
Canadians to maintain and build 
their own identity as Canadians. 



Grégoire emphasized that Que- 
bec will become independent on- 
ly when the Quebec people de- 
mocratically ciioosc to separate. 

He made it clear that an inde- 
pendent Quebec would and shoiild 
still co-operate with all countries, 
especially what remained of Ca- 
nada. 

Roberts predicted that a flight 
of capital from Quclîcc would 
result from separation. He sug- 
gested that separatism is an cmo-

Robertson warns 
of grave deficit

The greatest problem facing 
McGill at the moment Is "o 
crippling deficit" resulting from 
the uncertain status of McGill's 
provincial grant, said Dr. H. 
Rocke Robertson last- night in 
an address to the McGill Asso- 
ciates. 

If ' McGill is to meet iU vastly 
increased needs resulting from 
the rapid growth of the past five 
years, more money will be need- 
ed, continued Robertson. But im- 
plicit in expansion He problems 
more basic to the role of a uni- 
versity in society. 

Robertson cited "the tendency 
of Administrators, Faculty Mem- 
bers, and Students all to be busily 
engaged in something other than 
that for which' their University 
appointment might call". 

Another problem, said Robert- 
son, is that a university may be 
distracted from its long-term 
purpose of teaching by the pros- 
pect of short:term' gains. Thus 
"the University would become an 
institution always for hire". 

Rigidity is yet another problem 
it must face, he said, lest it be- 
come parochial and resistant to 
change "for fear of breaching 
the law of the Dangerous Prece- 
dent". 

Robertson described the tre- 
mendous problems' facing McGill 
in the near future, but added 
that "the greatest fear of all is 
that ,we should allow our own 
performance to bé' spoiled .by 
cpntcmplating the potential hor- 
rors of the future". 

Robertson concluded by em- 
phasizing the things "of interest 
and delight" which he has found, 
at McGill — things which he 
wishes to preserve from the dan- 
gers of unheedful growth. 



of a growing controversy arising 
out of a story in last Friday's 
Daily concerning 'Civil Engineer- 
ing Professor Raymond Yong and 
his research.

Taro Alepian, Engineering re- 
presentative on the Students' 
Council, expressed a common 
theme: "We are not out to get 
the Dally. This is not a political 
issue and must not be treated as 
such. A faculty member hu been 
very criticized apd lies have been 
printed about him. The Manag- 
ing Board must be made respons- 
ible for this article." 

The other Engineering repre- 
sentative on Council, Murray 
Segal, spoke to "clarify a couple 
of points". He said he had under- 
stood there was some controversy 
about why Dr. Yong himself had 



not spoken out and told the 
assembly that Dean D. L. Mordell 
of Engineering had asked Yong 
not to get "personally involved" 
in the issue because it was an 
"administration affair". 

He also refened; to an^article 
in- yesterday's baity' aniiiouncing 
the EUS meeting and containing 
the phrase "Professor Raymond 
Yong's alleged aid to the Amer- 
ican war effort in Viet Nam".

tional issue unrelated to eco- 
nomics. 

Grégoire countered by point- 
ing out that companies invest 
where it .is profitable to do so 
and that they will continue to 
do so whether or not Quebec is 
a part of Confederation. 

He predicted a diversification 
of capital in an independent 
Quebec : 

"Now, other nations tend to 
regard Quebefi as a private club 
for American and British inves- 
tors — a private fishing club, 
and we are the fish." 

Roberts accused successive 
Quebec governments of permit- 
Iting export of the province's 
own materials for meagre royal- 
ties. He felt that Quebec should 
make an effort to develop its 
own resources instead of "ped- 
dHngthgrnofr^^,,^,.

Sartre a Marxist 
existentialist

An American socialist last 
nlgiit accused Jedn-Paul Sartre 
of trying to remodel Marxian 
dialectical materialism along 
existentialist lines. 

George Novacic said that Sar- 
tre was not unique in his desire 
to redeem the real bases of Marx- 
ism that in his opinion have béèh 
misinterpreted and misused by 
the autocratic Soviet bureaucra- 
cy. 

His lecture dealt mainly with 
Sartre's efforts over the past 
twenty years to bring together 
Marxism and existentialism. No- 
vack said that he finds it hard 
to accept Sartre's concept that 
"unlimited freedom entails un- 
limited responsibility and unlim- 
ited liability," malcing us all res- 
ponsible for World War II. 

Novacic said that whereas 
Marxism sees the, individual as 
the result of conditions of woric 

and labor imposed upon him by 
society, Sartre "subordinates the 
social and ^historical dialectic to 
the autonombus|individuai.''

education reforms

"McGill must decide wheth- 
er it wonts to remain on the 

fringe of Quebec society or 
participate within it," said 
UGEQ President Robert Nelson 
at a recent Interview. 

But if McGill decides to remain 
outside UGEQ, said Nelson, "jc 
dis que c'est extrêmement mal- 
heureux". 

Nelson -explained that UGEQ 
is attaclcing the problems facing 
university and preunivcrsity 
(collèges classiques) students at 
four levels: 

• presentation of a brief about 
student loans and bursaries to 
the Department of Education in 
Quebec, 

• carrying on a campaign to 
. abolish tuition fees, 

• formation of a committee 
to study the employment pro- 
blems of technical school gradu- 
ates, 

• creation of a student place- 
ment service to facilitate sum- 
mer employment. 

It is obvious, he said, that if 
a student from Montreal and one 
from Chicoutimi both applied for 
a summer Job at Quebec Cartier 
Mining, whose head office is in 
Montreal, the student from 
Montreal would be geographically 
favored to get the Job. 

But if a contact could be main- 
tained between the Department 
of Labor and UGEQ, all similarly 
qualified students would have 
an equal chance of getting -the 
Job. 

Need university planning 

A major difficulty in Quebec's 
educational system, he said, is 
the lacic of overlap in the credit 
system, especially among the 
French institutions. 

There is a definite absence of 
inter-university planning within 
a given region. UGEQ has organ- 
ized study groups to consider 
this problem in detail, and to 
propose solutions so tliat mate- 
rials such as laboratory equip- 



ment arc not duplicated and 
money not wasted. 

It would then be possible for 
one university within a given 
region to specialize In one field 
and a second university in an- 
other. 

UGE^ is proposing a "Univer- 
sité d'Etat" to exert a legislative 
control over the Quebec teaching 
institutions in order to standard- 
ize arid minimize intra and inter- 
university problems. 

Objectors feel that such legis- 
lative control is an encroachment 
' on the freedom of a private 
institution. "C'est un faux pro- 
blème", he said; liberty is found 
wh^ one is willing to fight for 
it. 

Other programs 

A study of the student housing 
crisis has been launched, as well 
.as an investigation into student 
health services. 

Also, better; student guidance 
programs are a must when forty 
per cent of students beginning 
in one faculty terminate in an- 
other, he added. 

Nelson generally stressed the, 
need for social reforms to pro- 
mote and maintain educational 
reform. 

L'Association des Etudiants 
Québécois, although not directly 
liniced -with UGEQ, has under- 
talccn social reform, and its field 
work includes family budgeting 
and adult education in rural 
areas. 

To initiate the necessary chan- 
ges ". . . we must start, at both 
ends, educational and social. One 
cannot exist without the other." 

UGEQ feels at this time that 
■ it can best accomplish its educa- 
tional reforms through regional- 
ization and increased student in- 
volvement. 

As soon as the student popula- r-: 
tion in a given area is sufficient- 
ly large, it will become a "region" 
separate from the larger region 
of which it was, once a part.

The Senate>Commons committee on liv- 
ing costs has recently' been probing the 
operations and structure of major companies 
in every economic field in Canada. Big cor- 
porations, especially American-ov/ned ones, 
are being forced to reveal financial state- 
ments, v/hich they had never before been 
asked to do. 



economy, monopolistic practices are not the 
infrequent acts of a criminal minority. Mono- 
polistic market structures and practices are- 
v/idespread and constitute the typical busi- 
ness environment. We believe that these 
elements of monopoly seriously impair the 
economic and social health of the country, 
and that combines legislaHon should be 
effective and should be enforced." 



This represents a change in attitude 
from the Liberal amendment to the 1960 
anti-combines legislation, which.;Stated that 
companies dealing only with exports of ar- 
ticles from Canada should be exempt from 
prosecution for illegal combinations. It re- 
mains to be seen, however, whether this 
committee set up by the Liberals is a genuine 
attempt to improve the economic and social 
heolth of the country. 

In their book, Canadian Anti-Combines 
Administration, 1952-1960, Rosenbluth and 
Thornburn point out that "In the Canadian

They also said that such action Is only 
taken in times of inflation, because the 
damage to the economy arising from mo- 
nopolistic practices is not felt acutely by 
any one section of the population in a period 
of general prosperity. "The transfer of in- 
come to the monopolistic groups is hidden 
by the general rise in incomes. It follows 
that there is no significant political group 
that has any. strong interest in checking the 
effectiveness with which cornbines legisla- 
tion is enforced." . 



The growth of inflation turns the at- 
tention of the public to the determinants 



of prices at the retail level. The govern- 
ment then takes symb'ojic and dramatic 
action against, monopolistic arrangements 
at the retail price level, as was the case at 
the time of the Korean War when the Li- 
berals introduced theif ban on resale price 
maintenance. Thorburn and Rosenbluth re- 
mark "it did not, of course, deal- with the 
basic inflationary forces, but in the political 
arena it could be represented as a move 
against inflation. It is also significant that 
resale price maintenance has not in general 
been strongly supported by large manufac- 
turing interests/ but rather by small retail- 
ers and other distributors." 

The dramatic revelation by the present 
Senate-Commons committee of the Weston 
empire's food monopoly^ as well as its con- 
cern with rising living costs, might very well 
be indicative of another symbolic but inef- 
fectual move to avoid dealing with the basic 
economic and social problems of the country. 

The reliance on legal methods to com- 
bat monopoly despite their proven inade- 
quacy, and the failure of the government 
to establish a research bureau and to ap- 
proach the problem from an. eccfnomic -yiew- 
point account for the ineffedfi^e^acln^ 
tion of the Combines Investigation Act. The 
government has not done so, it may be 
suggested, because its close link with the 
business community in Canada has sup- 
pressed any desire to do so. As Thorburn 
and Rosenbluth put it, it "is an aspect of 
the compromise between the power of the : 
. vote and the power of the^ dollar that is a' 
feature of Canadian derhcciracy." It remains 
to be seen whether Canadian democracy 
has become any more democratic in the
